NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama shall convene in extraordinary session at the seat of Government, 
State Capitol, in Montgomery, Alabama, at 12:00 noon, on Tuesday, May 
22, 1984, and I do hereby designate the following subjects and matters, 
which I, as Governor, deem necessary to be considered and acted upon by 
said Legislature, in extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to authorize the Alabama Highway Authority to sell and 
issue matching fund revenue bonds, in order to provide necessary funds to 
satisfy matching bond requirements for the receipt of federal highway 
bonds, and to authorize the selling of refunding bonds, in order to refund 
previously issued and outstanding bonds of the Alabama Highway Author- 
ity and the Alabama Highway Finance Corporation. 


2. Legislation to modify and amend the workmen’s compensation stat- 
utes and benefits therein and to modify and amend existing law relating to 
co-employee liability damage suits and to establish a reasonable limitation 
thereon. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as Governor 
of the State of Alabama and caused this proclamation to be attested by the 
Secretary of State, at the Capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on this the 
22nd day of May, 1984.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the Alabama Legislature: 


I have called you together today into extraordinary session to address 
three issues confronting our state. The first issue is the co-employee liability 
lawsuit problem. In my opinion this matter is deterring recruitment of new 
and expanded industry in Alabama. Second is to address the matter of up- 
grading workmen’s compensation, which will be a part of the same bill as 
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the co-employee liability issue. Thirdly, I am going to ask you to address 
legislation which would permit the refinancing of certain highway bond is- 
sues and new issues which will save us money. The savings will be divided 
equally between the Highway Department and the State’s General Fund. 


In my campaign for Governor two years ago, I stressed that the issue 
facing the State at that time was jobs, jobs, and jobs. We have seen a slow 
but steady decline in unemployment. Our efforts have been intense as we 
look for and seek new industrial and commercial investment in Alabama. 
During our attempts to find new industry, we have constantly been con- 
fronted with efforts by other States pointing out to our industrial prospects 
that Alabama has a problem in the co-employee liability matter. Several 
industries have opted not to come to Alabama and have gone to our neigh- 
boring states or some other state in the Southeast openly stating that it was 
because of Alabama’s co-employee lawsuit situation. I am asking you to ad- 
dress this matter and to pass a bill which we are presenting to you that 
would make the co-employee lawsuits permissible for wilful conduct only. 
“Wilful conduct” means that it would require an intentional unsafe act with 
an intent to injure before a lawsuit would be possible. At the present time, 
Alabama has co-employee lawsuits permissible for simple negligence. By 
moving the standard of proof to wilful, we will be alined with the States 
most conducive to business and industry. This will put our state in a much 
better competitive posture for new and expanded industry. 


Several rating agencies have published reports since 1979 that have 
shown Alabama dropping in relation with other States as to its attractive- 
ness to new industry. When I was in office before as Governor, Alabama was 
rated second in the Fantus Report in regards to its climate for business and 
industry. Today, we are rated about 19. That is a considerable drop, and the 
only thing that has occurred to bring this change has been the State Su- 
preme Court decision concerning the co-employee lawsuit issue. The Court 
in effect ruled that these lawsuits were permissible for simple negligence. 
Many of our present industrial citizens have told us that this is a tremen- 
dous problem to them. In fact, we have had plant managers tell us that if 
we did not make an attempt to modify this problem that they would inform 
their corporate offices not to expand or build in Alabama. In one case, the 
manager of a plant from a foreign country told members of my staff that he 
was just before notifying all industries in his country to stay away from the 
State of Alabama because of this very problem. 


Our Alabama Development Office has commissioned a nationally 
known study group to do an indepth analysis of Alabama’s climate on busi- 
ness and industry. This survey is ongoing at this time. We have received a 
preliminary report. I have asked the Development Office officials to hold the 
preliminary report and to ask the nationally known firm to withhold releas- 
ing it until you, the members of our legislature, have the opportunity to 
address the co-employee matter. Frankly, I would not want the contents of 
the report that I have seen to be made public at this time because it does 
not put Alabama in good stead at all when it comes to this particular issue. 


I believe that the State of Alabama is attractive to business and indus- 
try. Our people subscribe to the work ethic. Companies are going to find 
that they can operate in Alabama and make a good profit. The fact of the 
co-employee matter has been debated so emotionally and so vocally has 
hurt us in our efforts and probably means the difference in Alabama today 
having a seven or eight percent level of unemployment and the eleven per- 
cent which we had going into this month. 
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The State of Alabama desperately needs your action to help correct the 
co-employee lawsuit problem and to improve the workmen’s compensation 
benefits to a level commensurate with decency and respect for our workers. 
I encourage you to act promptly and decisively in regards to both the co- 
employee problems and the workmen’s compensation benefit package which 
I am presenting to you in the form of legislation today. 


I will accept your action on this matter as long as it improves Ala- 
bama’s image and climate for business and industry. 


I am also proposing to you a plan for financing the improvement of our 
public roads and bridges in Alabama. All of you are aware of the recent 
increase in the federal tax on gasoline. Many of these dollars will be re- 
turned to the States for highway construction. Alabama’s share will mean 
1.4 billion in road construction dollars over the next five years. To partici- 
pate in this program, Alabama must provide approximately $200 million in 
matching funds. The Legislature has provided additional revenue to the 
Highway Department, and I commend those of you who helped to save our 
road program. You were true statesmen and helped to ensure that we have a 
first class road program. 


, The financing plan that I am presenting to you involves authorization 
or: 


1. Issuing refunding bonds to consolidate all the existing bond liens 
against the various taxes earmarked for the Road and Bridge Fund, and 


2. Issuing matching fund revenue bonds in an amount sufficient to 
provide most of the matching requirement. The total amount of bonds to be 
issued is approximately $405 million ($185 million in new money and $200 
million to retire the existing bonded indebtedness in our highway depart- 
ment). The bond market at this time is very favorable for this undertaking. 
The advantages of acting at this time are as follows: 


(1). Provide the maximum cash flow possible to the Highway Depart- 
ment in order to permit the Department to maintain a stable cash flow and 
caren its increased obligations, including federally funded projects, as they 

ue. 


(2). Restructure the extremely complicated lien structure to present a 
concise security for this and future borrowings. 


(3). Preserve future capacity to finance additional projects beyond the 
five year period. 


(4). Free up additional funds for the General Fund of the State. 


Your approval of this program will mean that the Highway Department 
will be essentially debt free at the end of five years, and the revenues used 
to finance this issue will be free for other uses within the Highway Depart- 
ment at that time. 


I strongly encourage you to pass these measures as soon as possible. 
Thank you.

(With Substitute)(With Amendments): To amend various sec- 
tions of Chapter 5, Title 21, Code of Alabama 1975, which relate to work- 
man’s compensation in Alabama, to limit civil actions by one employee 
against another co-employee of the same employer (co-employee suits), to 
state legislative findings, specifically to amend Section 25-5-1 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, so as to provide that the inclusion of an employer’s insurer 
within the definition of “employer” shall not provide the insurer with com- 
plete immunity from liability to an injured employee, or his dependents in 
the case of his death; to delete provisions in wibeection (a) of Section 25-5- 
11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, excluding from the definition of “party 
other than the employer” an officer, director, agent, servant or employee of 
the same employer, or his personal representative, and any workers’ com- 
pensation carrier of the employer, or any officer, director, agent, servant, or 
employee of such carrier, and any labor union, or any official or representa- 
tive thereof making a safety inspection for the benefit of the employer or its 
employees; to amend Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to pro- 
vide that an injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death, 
may bring an action for damages against any workers’ compensation insur- 
ance carrier of the employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or em- 
ployee of such carrier or any labor union, or any official or representative 
thereof, or an officer, director, agent, servant or employee of the same em- 
ployer, or his personal representative, only for wilful conduct which results 
in or proximately causes injury or death to the employee; to amend Section 
25-5-53 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to extend immunity from civil liabil- 
ity for all causes of action except those based upon wilful conduct to any 
workers’ compensation insurance carrier of the employer or any officer, di- 
rector, agent, servant or employee of such carrier and to any labor union or 
any official representative thereof, and to any officer, director, agent, ser- 
vant or employee of the same employer or his personal representative; to 
amend Section 25-5-68 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that, effec- 
tive July 1, 1984, the maximum weekly benefit shall be 80 percent, rather 
than 66 % percent, of the average weekly wage for the state of Alabama, 
but not more than, for permanent partial disability benefits, $190 per week; 
to amend Section 25-5-77 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that an 
employee dissatisfied with the first physician or surgeon selected by the em- 
ployer may select a second physician or surgeon from a panel of four se- 
lected by the employer; to provide that an employee or employer may ob- 
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tain records from any hospital, clinic or other facility at which an employee 
receives treatment for an injury received on the job; to provide that the 
foregoing amendments and clarification are applicable to Articles 4, 5, 6 and 
7 of Chapter 5 of Title 25 of the Code of Alabama 1975; and to further 
require employers to pay for a two year period, beginning July 1, 1984, a 
special assessment of one quarter of one percent of compensation benefits 
paid by the employer into a fund entitled “Workers’ Compensation Admin-

To amend Section 9-11-257, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, relating to hunting within 100 yards of roads, highways, or rail- 
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roads without permission from an adjacent landowner, so as to prohibit any 
person, except a duly authorized law enforcement officer acting in the line 
of duty or person otherwise authorized by law, to hunt or discharge an 
firearm from, upon, or across any public road, public highway, or railroad, 
or their rights-of-way, logging railroads excepted; and to further prohibit 
any person to hunt within 100 yards of a public road, public highway, or 
railroad, or their rights-of-way, logging railroads excepted, with rifle or shot- 
gun using slug or shot larger than standard number four in size, and to 
provide penalties for the violation thereof.

subsection (a) of Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, excluding 
from the definition of “party other than the employer” an officer, director, 
agent, servant or employee of the same employer, or his personal represen- 
tative, and any workers’ compensation carrier or any person, firm, associa- 
tion, trust, fund, or corporation responsible for servicing and payment of 
worker’s compensation claims for the employer, or any officer, director, 
agent, servant, or employee of such carrier, person, firm, association, trust, 
fund, or corporation and any labor union, or any official or representative 
thereof making a safety inspection for the benefit of the employer or its 
employees; to amend Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to pro- 
vide that an injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death, 
may bring an action for damages against any workers’ compensation insur- 
ance carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation re- 
sponsible for servicing and payment of worker’s compensation claims for the 
employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, 
person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, or any labor union, or 
any official or representative thereof, or an officer, director, agent, servant or 
employee of the same employer, or his personal representative, only for wil- 
ful conduct which results in or proximately causes injury or death to the 
employee; to amend Section 25-5-53 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to extend 
immunity from civil liability for all causes of action except those based 
upon wilful conduct to any workers’ compensation insurance carrier or any 
person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation responsible for servicing 
and payment of worker’s compensation claims for the employer or any of- 
ficer, director, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, person, firm, asso- 
ciation, trust, fund, or corporation, and to any labor union or any official 
representative thereof, and to any officer, director, agent, servant or em- 
ployee of the same employer or his personal representative; to amend Sec- 
tion 25-5-68 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that, effective July 1, 
1984, the maximum weekly benefit shall be 80 percent, rather than 66 % 
percent, of the average weekly wage for the state of Alabama, but not more 
than, for permanent partial disability benefits, $190 per week; to amend 
Section 25-5-77 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that an employee 
dissatisfied with the first physician or surgeon selected by the employer may 
select a second physician or surgeon from a panel of four selected by the 
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employer; to provide that an employee or employer may obtain records from 
any hospital, clinic or other facility at which an employee receives treatment 
for an injury received on the job; to provide that the foregoing amendments 
and clarification are applicable to Articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 of Chapter 5 of Title 
25 of the Code of Alabama 1975; and to further require employers to pay for 
a two year period, beginning July 1, 1984, a special assessment of one quar- 
ter of one percent of compensation benefits paid by the employer into a 
fund entitled “Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund” to de- 
fray expenses of the Department of Industrial Relations; and to authorize 
the expenditure of a sum not to exceed $269,000 from the second injury 
trust fund for the purchase of computer equipment and supplies by the De- 
partment of Industrial Relations, provided the second injury trust fund ex- 
ceeds $1,000,000 by June 30, 1985. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The legislature finds that actions filed on behalf of injured 
employees against officers, directors, agents, servants or employees of the 
same employer seeking to recover damages in excess of amounts received or 
receivable from the employer under the workers’ compensation statutes of 
this state and predicated upon claimed negligent or wanton conduct result- 
ing in injuries arising out of and in the course of employment are contrary 
to the intent of the legislature in adopting a comprehensive workers’ com- 
pensation scheme and are producing a debilitating and adverse effect upon 
efforts to retain existing, and to attract new, industry to this state. Specifi- 
cally, the existence of such causes of action places this state at a serious 
disadvantage in comparison to the existing laws of other states with whom 
this state competes in seeking to attract and retain industrial operations 
which would provide greater job opportunities and increased employment 
for people in this state. The existence of such causes of action, and the con- 
sequent litigation resulting therefrom, results in substantial costs and ex- 
penses to employers which, as a practical matter, must either procure addi- 
tional liability insurance coverage for supervisory and management 
employees or fund the costs of defense, judgment or settlement from their 
own resources in order to retain competent and reliable personnel. The exis- 
tence of such causes of action has a disruptive effect upon the relationship 
among employees and supervisory and management personnel. There is a 
total absence of any reliable evidence that the availability of such causes of 
action has resulted in any reduction of the number or severity of on-the-job 
accidents or of any substantial improvement on providing safe working con- 
ditions and work practices. The intent of the legislature is to provide com- 
plete immunity to employers and limited immunity to officers, directors, 
agents, servants or employees of the same employer and to the workers’ 
compensation insurance carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, 
or corporation responsible for servicing and payment of worker’s compensa- 
tion claims for the employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or em- 
ployee of such carrier, person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, 
oad to labor unions and to any official or representative thereof, from civil 
liability for all causes of action except those based on wilful conduct and 
such immunity is an essential aspect of the workers’ compensation scheme. 
The legislature hereby expressly reaffirms its intent, as set forth in Sections 
25-5-53, as amended herein, and Sections 25-5-144 and 25-5-194 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, regarding the exclusivity of the rights and remedies of an 
injured employee, except as provided herein. 


Section 2. Section 25-5-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
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“825-5-1. 


“Throughout this chapter, the following words and phrases as used 
therein shall be considered to have the following meanings, respectively, un- 
Pee context shall clearly indicate a different meaning in the connection 
used: 


“(1) COMPENSATION. Such term indicates the money benefits to 
be paid on account of injury or death. Strictly speaking, the benefit which 
an employee may receive by action at law under article 2 of this chapter is 
damages, and this is indicated in section 25-5-31. To avoid confusion, the 
word ‘compensation’ has been used in this chapter, but it should be under- 
stood that under article 2 the compensation by way of damages is deter- 
mined by a civil action. Such term does not include medical and surgical 
treatment and attention, medicine, medical and surgical supplies, crutches 
and apparatus furnished an employee on account of an injury. 


“(2) CHILD OR CHILDREN. Such terms include posthumous chil- 
dren and all other children entitled by law to inherit as children of the de- 
ceased; stepchildren who were members of the family of the deceased, at the 
time of the accident, and dependent upon him for support; a grandchild of 
the deceased employee, whose father is dead or is an invalid, and who was 
supported by and a member of the family of such deceased grandparent at 
the time of the accident. 


“(3) DEPENDENT CHILD or ORPHAN. An unmarried child under 
the age of 18 years or one over that age who is physically or mentally inca- 
pacitated from earning. 


“(4) EMPLOYER. Every person not excluded by section 25-5-50 who 
employs another to perform a service for hire and pays wages directly to 
such person. Such term shall include an: rson, corporation, copartnership 
or association, or group thereof, and shall, if the employer is insured, in- 
clude his insurer, such insurer being entitled to the employer’s rights, im- 
munities and remedies under this chapter, as far as applicable, and shall not 
include one who regularly employs a number less than three in any busi- 


ness; provided, however, that the inclusion of an employer’s insurer within 
such term shall not provide such insurer with immunit: fain liability to an 
injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death to whom the 
insurer would otherwise be subject to liability under the provision of Sec- 
tion 25-5-11. 

Notwithstanding any section of articles 2 and 3 of this chapter, in no event 
shall a common carrier by motor vehicle operating pursuant to a certificate 
of public convenience and necessity be deemed the ‘employer’ of a leased- 


operator or owner-operator of a motor vehicle or vehicles under contract to 
such a common carrier. 


“(5) PHYSICIAN. Such term shall include ‘surgeon,’ and, in either 
case, shall mean one authorized by law to practice his profession within one 
of the United States and in good standing in his profession at the time. 


“(6) EMPLOYEE AND WORKMAN. Such terms are used inter- 
changeably and have the same meaning throughout this chapter, and shall 
be construed to mean the same. Such terms include the plural and all ages 
and both sexes. Such terms include every person not excluded by section 
25-5-50, in the service of another under any contract of hire, express or im- 
plied, oral or written, including aliens and also including minors who are 
legally permitted to work under the laws of this state. Any reference in this 
chapter to a ‘workman’ or ‘employee’ shall, where the workman or employee 
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is dead, include his dependents, as defined in this chapter, if the context so 
requires. 


“(7) WAGES or WEEKLY WAGES. Such terms shall in all cases, un- 
less the context clearly indicates a different meaning, be construed to mean, 
‘average weekly earnings.’ Every person, not excluded by section 25-5-50, in 
the service of another under any contract of hire, express or implied, oral or 
written, includes aliens and also includes minors who are legally permitted 
to work under the laws of the state. 


“(8) ACCIDENT. Such term, as used in the phrases ‘personal injuries 
due to accident’ or ‘injuries or death caused by accident’ shall, unless a dif- 
ferent meaning is clearly indicated by the context, be construed to mean an 
unexpected or unforeseen event, happening suddenly and violently, with or 
without human fault, and producing at the time injury to the physical 
structure of the body or damage to an artificial member of the body by 
accidental means. 


“(9) INJURIES BY AN ACCIDENT ARISING OUT OF AND IN 
THE COURSE OF HIS EMPLOYMENT. Without otherwise affecting ei- 
ther the meaning of interpretation of such clause, such clause does not cover 
workmen except while engaged in or about the premises where their services 
are being performed or where their service requires their presence as a part 
of such service at the time of the accident and during the hours of service as 
such workmen, and shall not include an injury caused by the act of a third 
person or fellow employee intended to injure the employee because of rea- 
sons personal to him and not directed against him as an employee or be- 
cause of his employment, and it shall not include a disease unless the dis- 
ease results proximately from the accident. 


(10) SINGULAR AND PLURAL. Wherever the singular is used, the 
plural shall be included. 


“(11) GENDER. Where the masculine gender is used, the feminine 
and neuter shall be included. 


. “(12) LOSS OF HAND OR FOOT. Amputations between the elbow 
and wrist shall be considered as the equivalent to the loss of a hand, and 
the amputation between the knee and ankle shall be considered as the 
equivalent of the loss of a foot. 


“(13) THE COURT. Such term shall mean the circuit court which 
would have jurisdiction in an ordinary civil action involving a claim for the 
injuries or death in question, and ‘the judge’ shall mean a judge of said 
court.” 


Section 3. Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“895 -5-11. 


“(a) Where the injury or death for which compensation is payable 
under this chapter was caused under circumstances also creating a legal lia- 
bility for damages on the part of any party other than the employer, 
whether or not such party is subject to the provisions of this chapter, the 
employee, or his dependents in case of his death, may proceed against the 
employer to recover compensation under this chapter or may agree with the 
employer upon the compensation payable under this chapter, and, at the 
same time, may bring an action against such other party to recover damages 
for such injury or death, and the amount of such damages shall be ascer- 
tained and determined without regard to this chapter; provided, however, if 
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such party other than the employer is a workers’ compensation insurance 
carrier, or any person, firm, association, trust, fund or corporation responsi-

“¢¢e) (e) In any settlement made under this section with a negligent 
third party by the employee or, in case of his death, by his dependents, the 
employer shall be liable for that part of the attorney’s fees incurred in the 
settlement with the third party, either with or without a civil action, in the 
same proportion that the amount of the reduction in the employer’s liability 
to pay compensation bears to the total recovery had from such third party.” 


_ “(f) For the purpose of this segtion, any carrier, person, firm, associa- 
tion, trust, fund or corporation shall include any company making a safet; 
ugpectign on behalf of any self-insured employer or its employees and any 


officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such company. 


Section 4. Section 25-5-53 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§25-5-53. 


“The rights and remedies herein granted to an employee shall exclude 
all other rights and remedies of said employee, his personal representative, 
parent, dependents or next of kin, at common law, by statute or otherwise 
on account of said injury, loss of services or death. Except as provided in 
this article and article 2, as the case may be, of this chapter, no employer 
included within the terms of this chapter and no -officer,- direeter,- agent,

Section 5. Section 25-5-68 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

“(a) With respect to injury or death resulting from an accident occur- 
ring after -November 13,-1975;-and before July 1, 1976-1984 the compensa- 
tion paid under this article shall be not less than, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this article, 25 percent of the average weekly wage of the state fer 
ealendar-year-1974, as determined by the director of industrial relations 
(rounded to the nearest dollar) pursuant to subsection (c) of this section 
and, in any event, no more than 66 *% percent of such average weekly wage 
of the state. 


“(b) With respect to injury or death resulting from an accident occur- 
ring on or after July 1, 1976 1984, the compensation paid under this article 
shall be not less than, except as otherwise provided in this article, 25 per- 
cent of the average weekly wage of the state as determined by the director 
of industrial relations (rounded to the nearest dollar) pursuant to subsec- 
tion (c) of this section and, in any event, no more than 6644 80 percent of 


such average weekly wage; except that the maximum compensation payable 
for permanent partial disability shall be no more than the lesser of $190 per 
week or 80 percent of such average weekly wage. 


“(c) For the purpose of this section, the average weekly wage of the 
state shall be determined by the director of industrial relations as follows: 
On or before June 1 of each year, the total wages reported on contribution 
reports to the unemployment compensation division of the department of 
industrial relations for the preceding calendar year shall be divided by the 
average monthly number of insured workers (determined by dividing the 
sum of the number of insured workers reported for each month of the pre- 
ceding year by 12). The average annual wage thus obtained shall be divided 
by 52, and the average weekly wage thus determined rounded to the nearest 
cent. The average weekly wage as so determined shall be applicable for the 
12-month period beginning July 1 following the June 1 determination. If 
such determination shall not be made on or before June 1, the effective date 
of the average weekly wage when determined shall be the first day of the 
month next following 30 days after such determination is made. 


“(d) The maximum and minimum weekly benefit shall not be changed 
on any July 1 or as a result of any annual determination, unless the compu- 
tation provided for in subsection (c) of this section results in an increase or 
decrease of $2.00 or more in the amount of either the maximum or mini- 
mum benefit. 


“(e) In no event, except as provided for permanent total disability in 
subdivision (a) (4) of section 25-5-57 or except for compensation benefits 
payable for permanent partial and temporary total disability in connection 
with a disability scheduled in subdivisions (1) and (3) of subsection (a) of 
section 25-5-57, shall the total amount of compensation payable for any ac- 
cident exceed the product of 500 times the maximum weekly benefit appli- 
cable on the date of the accident. 
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“(f) The minimum and maximum benefits that are in effect on the 
date of the accident which results in injury or death shall be applicable for 
the full period during which compensation is payable.” 


Section 6. Section 25-5-77 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

“(a) In addition to the compensation provided in this article, the em- 
ployer shall pay the actual cost of the repair, refitting or replacement of 
artificial members damaged as the result of an accident arising out of and in

ciency only. All cases of dispute as to the necessity and value of such ser- 
vices shall be determined by the tribunal having jurisdiction of the claim of 
the injured employee for compensation.

“(b) The injured employee must submit himself to examination by 
the employer’s physician at all reasonable times, if requested to do so by the 
employer, but the employee shall have the right to have a physician of his 
own selection present at such examination, in which case the employee shall 
be liable to such physician for his services. The employer shall pay for the 
services of the physician making the examination at the instance of the em- 
ployer. And in case of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the in- 
stance of either party or of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of 
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good standing and ability to make an examination of the injured person and 
to report his findings to the court, the expense of which examination shall 
be borne equally by the parties. If the injured employee refuses to comply 
with any reasonable request for examination, or refuses to accept the medi- 
cal service or physical rehabilitation which the employer elects to furnish 
under the provisions of this chapter, his right to compensation shall be sus- 
pended and no compensation shall be payable for the period of such refusal. 
Any physician whose services are furnished or paid for by the employer, or 
any physician of the injured employee who treats or makes or is present at 
any examination of an injured employee may be required to testify as to any 
knowledge by him in the course of such treatment or examination as same 
related to the injury or disability arising therefrom. Any such physician 
shall, upon written request of the injured employee or his employer and 
without consent of or notice to the employee or employer not making such 
request, furnish to such injured employee or his employer a written state- 
ment of his professional opinion as to the extent of the injury and disability. 
In all death claims where the cause of death is obscure or is disputed, any 
interested party may require an autopsy, the cost of which is to be borne by 
the party demanding the same. The term ‘physicians’ shall include medical 
doctor, surgeon and chiropractor. Any hospital, medical clinic, rehabilitation 
service or other person or entity providing treatment to an employee or pro- 
viding facilities at which the employee receives treatment shall upon the 
written request of the employee or of the employer, furnish the em is ee or 
the employer a copy of the records, includin Xora and laboratory reports 
relating to such treatment. Such copy may he firnished without the consent 
of or notice to the employee or employer not making such request. en an 
employer and employee so agree in writing, nothing in this act shall be con- 
seried to prevent an employee whose injury or disability has been estab- 
lished in accordance with the provisions of this act, from relying on good 
aith, on treatment rayer or spiritual means alone, in accordance wit. 

the tenets and practice of a recognized church or religious denomination 
who have nursing services appropriate therewith, without suffering loss or 
diminution of the compensation Perictity under this act; provided, the em- 
ployee shall submit to al physical examinations re aired by this act. The 
cost of such treatment and nursing care shall be Said by the employee: un- 


ess the employer agrees to make such payment. An sician, hospita 
medical clinic rahiahilitation service or other erson or entity providing an 
written statement of professional opinion or copies of recons ursuant to 
this subsection shall not be liable to any person for any claim arising out of 
the release of medical information concerning the employee and Aral be 
entitled to receive a reasonable fee for the rendering of such professional 
opinion and reimbursement for the actual cost of providin ach copies to 
be paid by the employee or the employer initiating the request. 

“(c) If the employer so elects, the employee shall submit to and un- 
dergo vocational rehabilitation at the employer’s expense through a voca- 
tional rehabilitation facility or institution recommended by a vocational re- 
habilitation specialist, which facility or institution shall be qualified to 
render competent vocational rehabilitation service. If an employee who is 
unable in the opinion of the treating physician to return to his former em- 
ployment shall request vocational rehabilitation and if both a vocational re- 
habilitation specialist and a treating physician, the cost of whose service is 
the obligation of the employer under this section, shall express their opin- 
ions in writing that in the judgment of each of them vocational rehabilita- 
tion is reasonably calculated to restore the employee to gainful employment 
and is in the best interest of the employee, the cost of such rehabilitation 
shall be borne by the employer. Such cost, where rehabilitation requires res- 
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idence at or near a facility or institution away from the employee’s custom- 
ary residence, shall include reasonable charges for the employee’s necessary 
board, lodging and travel. 


“(d) Refusal of the employee to accept rehabilitation at the em- 
ployer’s request shall result in loss of compensation for each week of the 
period of refusal.” 


Section 7. In the event the amount of the second injury trust fund 
exceeds $1,000,000 at any time prior to June 30, 1985, a sum not to exceed 
$269,000 may be paid from the second injury trust fund to the Director of 
Industrial Relations for the purchase of computer equipment and related 
supplies for use by the workers’ compensation division of the Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


Section 8. During the two-year period beginning July 1, 1984, and 
ending June 30, 1986, each employer, who pays compensation benefits on 
account of injury, death or disease of any employee, shall pay to the Direc- 
tor of Industrial Relations a special assessment of one-quarter of one per- 
cent of the amount of the compensation benefits so paid. Medical or similar 
expenses payable under Section 25-5-77 shall not be included in the com- 
pensation benefits upon which such assessment is payable. The employer 
shall pay the amount of such assessment to the Director of Industrial Rela- 
tions, beginning November 1, 1984, for compensation benefits paid during 
the quarter ending September 30 and, similarly, on the first day of the first 
month which is at least 30 days after the end of each quarter after Septem- 
ber 30, 1984, the last payment being due August 1, 1986. The amount of 
compensation paid by the employer during each such quarter shall be deter- 
mined from a report as prescribed by the Director of the Department of 
Industrial Relations. Amounts received by the Director of Industrial Rela- 
tions as such special assessment shall be used by the director to defray costs 
and expenses of the workers’ compensation division of the Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


Section 9. There is hereby created in the State Treasury a fund enti- 
tled “Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund,” into which shall 
be deposited certain assessments provided under Chapter 5, Title 25, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as last amended, collected thereunder by the Department 
of Industrial Relations through its workers’ compensation division. Said 
fund shall constitute a separate fund to be disbursed by the State Comp- 
troller on order of the Director of Industrial Relations. The State Treasury 
is directed to pay monies out of the separate fund herein established upon 
the order of the Director; provided, that the total expense of every purpose 
incurred shall not exceed the total assessment collected and paid in the 
State Treasury plus the appropriation from the State General Fund. All 
monies and earned interest remaining unexpended in the separate fund 
herein above provided at the end of the fiscal year shall remain in the state 
treasury to be expended as herein provided. The Director of Industrial Re- 
lations who is hereby designated as trustee of the fund and the State Trea- 
surer is hereby designated as custodian of the fund, shall furnish such bond 
in such amounts as shall be deemed appropriate. The cost of such bonds for 
the trustee, custodian and other employees or officials required to post bond 
in connection with said program shall be paid out of said fund. 


Section 10. Sections 1 through 6 of this act and Sections 11 and 12 
shall be applicable to Articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 of Chapter 5 of Title 25 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, with respect to compensation for occupational dis- 
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eases generally, occupational pnuemoconiosis generally, pnuemoconiosis of 
coal miners and occupational exposure to radiation. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are expressly declared not to be 
severable. If any provision of this act shall be adjudged to be invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, then this entire act shall be invalid and 
held for naught. 


Section 12. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, 
provided it shall have no effect whatsoever with respect to the right of any 
injured employee to bring an action with respect to or upon any cause of 
action which arose or accrued prior to the effective date of this act.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend various sections of Chapter 5, Title 25, Code of Alabama 
1975, which relate to workman’s compensation in Alabama, to limit civil 
actions by one employee against another co-employee of the same employer 
(co-employee suits), to state legislative findings, specifically to amend Sec- 
tion 25-5-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, so as to provide that the inclusion 
of an employer’s insurer within the definition of “employer” shall not pro- 
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vide the insurer with complete immunity from liability to an injured em- 
ployee, or his dependents in the case of his death; to delete provisions in 
subsection (a) of Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, excluding 
from the definition of “party other than the employer” an officer, director, 
agent, servant or employee of the same employer, or his personal represen- 
tative, and any workers’ compensation carrier or any person, firm, associa- 
tion, trust, fund, or corporation responsible for servicing and payment of 
worker’s compensation claims for the employer, or any officer, director, 
agent, servant, or employee of such carrier, person, firm, association, trust, 
fund, or corporation and any labor union, or any official or representative 
thereof making a safety inspection for the benefit of the employer or its 
employees; to amend Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to pro- 
vide that an injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death, 
may bring an action for damages against any workers’ compensation insur- 
ance carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation re- 
sponsible for servicing and payment of worker’s compensation claims for the 
employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, 
person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, or any labor union, or 
any official or representative thereof, or an officer, director, agent, servant or 
employee of the same employer, or his personal representative, only for 
wanton or wilful conduct which results in or proximately causes injury or 
death to the employee; to amend Section 25-5-53 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to extend immunity from civil liability for all causes of action except 
those based upon wanton or wilful conduct to any workers’ compensation 
insurance carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation 
responsible for servicing and payment of worker’s compensation claims for 
the employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such 
carrier, person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, and to any la- 
bor union or any official representative thereof, and to any officer, director, 
agent, servant or employee of the same employer or his personal representa- 
tive; to amend Section 25-5-68 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide 
that, effective July 1, 1984, the maximum weekly benefit shall be 80 percent, 
rather than 66 % percent, of the average weekly wage for the state of Ala- 
bama, but not more than, for permanent partial disability benefits, $190 per 
week; to amend Section 25-5-77 of the Eode of Alabama 1975, to provide 
that an employee dissatisfied with the first physician or surgeon selected by 
the employer may select a second physician or surgeon from a panel of four 
selected by the employer; to provide that an employee or employer may 
obtain records from any hospital, clinic or other facility at which an em- 
ployee receives treatment for an injury received on the job; to provide that 
the foregoing amendments and clarification are applicable to Articles 4, 5, 6 
and 7 of Chapter 5 of Title 25 of the Code of Alabama 1975; and to further 
require employers to pay for a two year period, beginning July 1, 1984, a 
special assessment of one quarter of one percent of compensation benefits 
paid by the employer into a fund entitled “Workers’ Compensation Admin- 
istrative Trust Fund” to defray expenses of the Department of Industrial 
Relations; and to authorize the expenditure of a sum not to exceed $269,000 
from the second injury trust fund for the purchase of computer equipment 
and supplies by the Department of Industrial Relations, provided the sec- 
ond injury trust fund exceeds $1,000,000 by June 30, 1985. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The legislature finds that actions filed on behalf of injured 
employees against officers, directors, agents, servants or employees of the 
same employer seeking to recover damages in excess of amounts received or 
receivable from the employer under the workers’ compensation statutes of 
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this state and predicated upon claimed negligent conduct resulting in inju- 
ries arising out of and in the course of employment are contrary to the in- 
tent of the legislature in adopting a comprehensive workers’ compensation 
scheme and are producing a debilitating and adverse effect upon efforts to 
retain existing, and to attract new, industry to this state. Specifically, the 
existence of such causes of action places this state at a serious disadvantage 
in comparison to the existing laws of other states with whom this state com- 
petes in bags to attract and retain industrial operations which would pro- 
vide greater job opportunities and increased employment for people in this 
state. The existence of such causes of action, and the consequent litigation 
resulting therefrom, results in substantial costs and expenses to employers 
which, as a practical matter, must either procure additional liability insur- 
ance coverage for supervisory and management employees or fund the costs 
of defense, judgment or settlement from their own resources in order to re- 
tain competent and reliable personnel. The existence of such causes of ac- 
tion has a disruptive effect upon the relationship among employees and su- 
pervisory and management personnel. There is a total absence of any 
reliable evidence that the availability of such causes of action has resulted 
in any reduction of the number or severity of on-the-job accidents or of any 
substantial improvement on providing safe working conditions and work 
practices. The intent of the legislature is to provide complete immunity to 
employers and limited immunity to officers, directors, agents, servants or 
employees of the same employer and to the workers’ compensation insur- 
ance carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation re- 
sponsible for servicing and payment of worker’s compensation claims for the 
employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, 
person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, and to labor unions 
and to any official or representative thereof, from civil liability for all causes 
of action except those based on wanton or wilful conduct and such immu- 
nity is an essential aspect of the workers’ compensation scheme. The legisla- 
ture hereby expressly reaffirms its intent, as set forth in Sections 25-5-53, as 
amended herein, and Sections 25-5-144 and 25-5-194 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, regarding the exclusivity of the rights and remedies of an in- 
jured employee, except as provided for herein. 


Section 2. Section 25-5-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“825-5-1. 


“Throughout this chapter, the following words and phrases as used 
therein shall be considered to have the following meanings, respectively, un- 
ieee he context shall clearly indicate a different meaning in the connection 
used: 


“(1) COMPENSATION. Such term indicates the money benefits to 
be paid on account of injury or death. Strictly speaking, the benefit which 
an employee may receive by action at law under article 2 of this chapter is 
damages, and this is indicated in section 25-5-31. To avoid confusion, the 
word ‘compensation’ has been used in this chapter, but it should be under- 
stood that under article 2 the compensation by way of damages is deter- 
mined by a civil action. Such term does not include medical and surgical 
treatment and attention, medicine, medical and surgical supplies, crutches 
and apparatus furnished an employee on account of an injury. 


“(2) CHILD OR CHILDREN. Such terms include posthumous chil- 
dren and all other children entitled by law to inherit as children of the de- 
ceased; stepchildren who were members of the family of the deceased, at the 
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time of the accident, and dependent upon him for support; a grandchild of 
the deceased employee, whose father is dead or is an invalid, and who was 
supported by and a member of the family of such deceased grandparent at 
the time of the accident. 


“(3) DEPENDENT CHILD or ORPHAN. An unmarried child under 
the age of 18 years or one over that age who is physically or mentally inca- 
pacitated from earning. 


“(4) EMPLOYER. Every person not excluded by section 25-5-50 who 

employs another to perform a service for hire and pays wages directly to 
such person. Such term shall include any person, corporation, copartnership 
or association, or group thereof, and shall, if the employer is insured, in- 
clude his insurer, such insurer being entitled to the employer’s rights, im- 
munities and remedies under this chapter, as far as applicable, and shall not 
include one who regularly employs a number less than three in any busi- 
ness; provided, however, that the inclusion of an employer’s insurer within 
such term shall not provide such insurer with immunity from lability to an 
injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death to whom the 
insurer would otherwise be subject to liability under the provision of Sec- 
tion 25-5-11. 
Notwithstanding any section of articles 2 and 3 of this chapter, in no event 
shall a common carrier by motor vehicle operating pursuant to a certificate 
of public convenience and necessity be deemed the ‘employer’ of a leased- 
operator or owner-operator of a motor vehicle or vehicles under contract to 
such a common carrier. 


“(5) PHYSICIAN. Such term shall include ‘surgeon,’ and, in either 
case, shall mean one authorized by law to practice his profession within one 
of the United States and in good standing in his profession at the time. 


“(6) EMPLOYEE AND WORKMAN. Such terms are used inter- 
changeably and have the same meaning throughout this chapter, and shall 
be construed to mean the same. Such terms include the plural and all ages 
and both sexes. Such terms include every person not excluded by section 
25-5-50, in the service of another under any contract of hire, express or im- 
plied, oral or written, including aliens and also including minors who are 
legally permitted to work under the laws of this state. Any reference in this 
chapter to a ‘workman’ or ‘employee’ shall, where the workman or employee 
is dead, include his dependents, as defined in this chapter, if the context so 
requires. 


“(7) WAGES or WEEKLY WAGES. Such terms shall in all cases, un- 
less the context clearly indicates a different meaning, be construed to mean 
‘average weekly earnings.’ Every person, not excluded by section 25-5-50, in 
the service of another under any contract of hire, express or implied, oral or 
written, includes aliens and also includes minors who are legally permitted 
to work under the laws of the state. 


“(8) ACCIDENT. Such term, as used in the phrases ‘personal injuries 
due to accident’ or ‘injuries or death caused by accident’ shall, unless a dif- 
ferent meaning is clearly indicated by the context, be construed to mean an 
unexpected or unforeseen event, happening suddenly and violently, with or 
without human fault, and producing at the time injury to the physical 
structure of the body or damage to an artificial member of the body by 
accidental means. 


“(9) INJURIES BY AN ACCIDENT ARISING OUT OF AN IN 
THE COURSE OF HIS EMPLOYMENT. Without otherwise affecting ei- 
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ther the meaning or interpretation of such clause, such clause does not 
cover workmen except while engaged in or about the premises where their 
services are being performed or where their service requires their presence 
as a part of such service at the time of the accident and during the hours of 
service as such workmen, and shall not include an injury caused by the act 
of a third person or fellow employee intended to injure the employee be- 
cause of reasons personal to him and not directed against him as an em- 
ployee or because of his employment, and it shall not include a disease un- 
less the disease results proximately from the accident. 


“(10) SINGULAR AND PLURAL. Wherever the singular is used, the 
plural shall be included. 


(11) GENDER. Where the masculine gender is used, the feminine 
and neuter shall be included. 


“(12) LOSS OF HAND OR FOOT. Amputations between the elbow 
and wrist shall be considered as the equivalent to the loss of a hand, and 
the amputation between the knee and ankle shall be considered as the 
equivalent of the loss of a foot. 


“(13) THE COURT. Such term shall mean the circuit court which 
would have jurisdiction in an ordinary civil action involving a claim for the 
injuries or death in question, and ‘the judge’ shall mean a judge of said 
court.” 


Section 3. Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§25-5-11. 


“(a) Where the injury or death for which compensation is payable 
under this chapter was caused under circumstances also creating a legal lia- 
bility for damages on the part of any party other than the employer, 
whether or not such party is subject to the provisions of this chapter, the 
employee, or his dependents in case of his death, may proceed against the 
employer to recover compensation under this chapter or may agree with the 
employer upon the compensation payable under this chapter, and, at the 
same time, may bring an action against such other party to recover damages 
for such injury or death, and the amount of such damages shall be ascer- 
tained and determined without regard to this chapter; provided, however, if 


such party other than the employer is a workers’ compensation insurance 
carrier, or any person, firm, association, trust, fund or corporation responsi- 
ble for servicing and payment of workers’ compensation aint for the em- 
loyer or any officer director agent, servant or employee of such carrier 
erson, firm, association, trust, fund or corporation, or is a labor union, or 
any Official or representative thereof, or is an officer, director, agent, servant 
or employee of the same employer, or his ersonal representative, the in- 
jured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death, may bring such 
an action against any workers’ compensation insurance carrier or any per- 
son, firm, association, trust, fund or corporation responsible for servicin 
and ayment of worker’s compensation lading for the employer or such la- 
bor union or such person, or his personal representative, only for wanton or 
wilful conduct which results in or proximately causes the injury or death.

whonr such- an action -may be brought. If the injured employee, or in case of 
his death his dependents, recover damages against such other party, the 
amount of such damages so recovered and collected shall be credited upon 
the liability of the employer for compensation, and if such damages so re- 
covered and collected should be in excess of the compensation payable 
under this chapter, there shall be no further liability on the employer to pay 


compensation on account of such injury or death;. and To the extent of an 
such recovery of damages against such other, the employer shall be entitled 
to reimbursement for the amount of compensation theretofore paid on ac- 
count of such injury or death. If the employee who recovers damages is re- 
ceiving or entitled to compensation for permanent total disability, then the 
employer shall be entitled to reimbursement for the amount of such com- 
pensation theretofore paid, and the employer’s obligation to pay further 
compensation for permanent total disability shall be suspended for the 
number of weeks which equals the quotient of the total damage ecovery 
(less the amount of any reimbursement for compensation already paid) d 
vided by the amount of the weekly benefit for permanent total disability 
which the employee was receiving or to which the employee was entitled. 


any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of the same employer or 
any workers’ compensation insurance carrier or any person, firm, associa- 
tion, trust, fund or corporation responsible for servicing and payment of 
worker’s compensation claims for ihe employer or any officer director 
agent, servant or employee of such carrier, person, firm, association, trust 
fund or corporation or of a labor union, or an official or_ representative 
thereof, the employee shall have a cause of action against such person 
workers’ compensation carrier, person, firm, association, trust, fund or cor- 


poration, or labor union. 

“(c)(1) As used herein, ‘wanton conduct’ means the conscious doing of 
some act or the omission of some duty under knowledge of existing condl- 
tions and conscious that from the doing of such act or omission of such 
duty, injury will likely or probably result. Where a person from his knowl- 
edge of existing conditions and circumstances is conscious that his conduct 
will robably result in injury, yet, with reckless indifference or disregard of 
the natural or probable consequences, but without having an intent or de- 


sign to injure, te does the act, or fails to act, he would be guilty of wanton 


conduct. 

_““(c)(2) As used herein, ‘wilful conduct’ means a purpose or intent or 
design to injure another; and where a person, with knowledge of the danger 
or peril to another consciously pursues a course of conduct with a design 
intent and purpose of inflicting Injury, then he is guilty of ‘wilful conduct.’ 

“*(c)(3) In causes of action brought under this act, wilful or wanton con- 
duct must be establishe substantial evidence as opposed to a scintilla o} 
evidence. The scintilla of evidence rule shall not be applicable in causes of 
action brought under this act. Substantial evidence is evidence of such qual- 
ity, character and weight as would justify a reasonable person in conchidin 
that wanton or wilful conduct has been committed. 
“(b) (d) In the event the injured employee or, in case of his death, his 
dependents do not file a civil action against such other party to recover 


damages within the time allowed by law, the employer or the insurance car- 
rier for the employer shall be allowed an additional period of six months 
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within which to bring a civil action against such other party for damages on 
account of such injury or death. In the event the employer or the insurance 
carrier shall have paid compensation to such employee or his dependents, or 
in the event a proceeding is pending against the employer to require the 
payment of such compensation, such civil action may be maintained either 
in the name of the injured employee or, in case of his death, in the name of 
his dependents, or in the name of the employer or the insurance carrier, and 
in the event the damages recovered in such civil action are in excess of the 
compensation payable by the employer under this chapter and costs, attor- 
ney’s fees and reasonable expenses incurred by the employer in making such 
collection, the excess of such amount shall be held in trust for the injured 
employee or, in case of his death, for his dependents. In the event such 
injured employee has no dependents, his personal representative in the 
event of his death may bring a civil action against such other party to re- 
cover damages without regard to this chapter. 


“{e} (e) In any settlement made under this section with a negligent 
third party by the employee or, in case of his death, by his dependents, the 
employer shall be liable for that part of the attorney’s fees incurred in the 
settlement with the third party, either with or without a civil action, in the 
same proportion that the amount of the reduction in the employer’s liability 
to pay compensation bears to the total recovery had from such third party.” 


“(f) For the purpose of this Section, any carrier, person, firm, associa- 
tion, trust, fund or corporation shall include any company making a safet 
inspection on behalf of any self-insured employer or its employees and any 
officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such company. 


Section 4. Section 25-5-53 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§25-5-53. 


“The rights and remedies herein granted to an employee shall exclude 
all other rights and remedies of said employee, his personal representative, 
parent, dependents or next of kin, at common law, by statute or otherwise 
on account of said injury, loss of services or death. Except as provided in 
this article and article 2, as the case may be, of this chapter, no employer 
included within the terms of this chapter and- -no -offieer,- direetor,- agent, 
servant -oF -employee -of- such employer shall be held civilly liable for any 
personal injury to or death of any workman who is an employee of the same 
employer and whose injury or death is due to an accident while engaged in 
the service or business of the employer, the cause of which accident 


originates in the employment. In addition, immunity from civil liability for 
all such causes of action except those based upon wanton or wilful cada 
shall also extend to any workers’ compensation insurance carrier or any per- 
son, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation responsible for servicing 
and payment of workers compensation claims for the employer or any of- 
ficer, airecior, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, person, firm, asso- 
ciation, trust, fund or corporation, and to any labor union, or any official or 
representative thereof and to any officer Aitector agent, servant or em- 

loyee of the same employer, or his personal representative. Nothing in this 
section shall be Sonne to relieve any person from criminal prosecution 
for failure or neglect to perform any duty imposed by law. T-he -immunity

“For the purpose of this section, any carrier, person, firm, association 
trust, fund or corporation shall include any company making a safety in- 
spection on behalf of any self-insured em iF er or its employees oad an 
officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such company.” 


Section 5. Section 25-5-68 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“§25-5-68. 


“(a) With respect to injury or death resulting from an accident occur- 
ring after -November- 13, -1975; and before July 1, 1976 1984, the compensa- 
tion paid under this article shall be not less than, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this article, 25 percent of the average weekly wage of the state for 
ealendar-year-1974, as determined by the director of industrial relations 
(rounded to the nearest dollar) pursuant to subsection (c) of this section 
and, in any event, no more than 66 *% percent of such average weekly wage 
of the state. 


“(b) With respect to injury or death resulting from an accident occur- 
ring on or after July 1, 1976 1984, the compensation paid under this article 
shall be not less than, except as otherwise provided in this article, 25 per- 
cent of the average weekly wage of the state as determined by the director 
of industrial relations (rounded to the nearest dollar) pursuant to subsec- 
tion (c) of this section and, in any event, no more than 66% 80 percent of 
such average weekly wage; except that the maximum compensation payable 
for permanent partial disability shall be no more than the Taaaer of $190 per 
week or 80 percent of such average weekly wage. 


“(c) For the purpose of this section, the average weekly wage of the 
state shall be determined by the director of industrial relations as follows: 
On or before June 1 of each year, the total wages reported on contribution 
reports to the unemployment compensation division of the department of 
industrial relations for the preceding calendar year shall be divided by the 
average monthly number of insured workers (determined by dividing the 
sum to the number of insured workers reported for each month of the pre- 
ceding year by 12). The average annual wage thus obtained shall be divided 
by 52, and the average weekly wage thus determined rounded to the nearest 
cent. The average weekly wage as so determined shall be applicable for the 
12-month period beginning July 1 following the June 1 determination. If 
such determination shall not be made on or before June 1, the effective date 
of the average weekly wage when determined shall be the first day of the 
month next following 30 days after such determination is made. 


“(d) The maximum and minimum weekly benefit shall not be changed 
on any July 1 or as a result of any annual determination, unless the compu- 
tation provided for in subsection (c) of this section results in an increase or 
decrease of $2.00 or more in the amount of either the maximum or mini- 
mum benefit. 


“(e) In no event, except as provided for permanent total disability in 
subdivision (a) (4) of section 25-5-57 or except for compensation benefits 
payable for permanent partial and temporary total disability in connection 
with a disability scheduled in subdivisions (1) and (3) of subsection (a) of 
section 25-5-57, shall the total amount of compensation payable for any ac- 
cident exceed the product of 500 times the maximum weekly benefit appli- 
cable on the date of the accident. 
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“(f) The minimum and maximum benefits that are in effect on the 
date of the accident which results in injury or death shall be applicable for 
the full period during which compensation is payable.” 


Section 6. Section 25-5-77 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


§25-5-77. 


“(a) In addition to the compensation provided in this article, the em- 
ployer shall pay the actual cost of the repair, refitting or replacement of 
artificial members damaged as the result of an accident arising out of and in 
the course of employment and the employer shall pay the actual cost of 
reasonably necessary medical and surgical treatment and attention, physical 
rehabilitation, medicine, medical and surgical supplies, crutches, original ar- 
tificial members and other apparatus as may be obtained by the injured 
employee or, in case of death, obtained during the period occurring between 
the time of the injury and his death therefrom. If the employee is dissatis- 
fied with the initial treating physician selected by the employer and if fur- 
ther treatment is required, the employee may so advise the employer, and in 
such event the employee shall be entitled to select a second physician from 
a_ panel or list of four physicians selected by the employer. referred -to-a 
second- phapiciau-celocted. te the employer: -f the empleyee-is dissatisfied 
with -the -second- physician -selected- by the employer; the employee-may-se 
advise the employer, and,-in such event, -the employee shall be-referred- te-a 
third physician-selected- by-the-employer. In the event surgery is required, if 
the employee is dissatisfied with the designated surgeon, he may so advise 
the employer, and in such event the employee shall be entitled to select a 
second surgeon from a panel or list of four surgeons selected by the em- 

loyer. If four physicians or surgeons are not available to be listed the em- 

loyer shall inchide on the list as many as are available. The four physicians 
or surgeons selected by the employer hersundes shall not be from or mem- 
bers of the same firm arenerehi or professional corporation. referred te-a 
second- surgeon cealected by -the caplnen - If -the -employee -is- dissatisfied 
with -the second surgeon designated- by-the-employer- to perform-surgery,-the 
emp -may -30 -advise -the -employer;- and, -in -sueh- event, -the- employee 
shall- be- referred to-a-third surgeon selected by the empleyer- The total lia- 
bility of the employer shall be limited to such charges as prevail for similar 
treatment in the community where the injured employee resides. In case an 
insurer of the employee or a benefit association is liable for such medical, 
surgical and hospital service or for a part thereof or in case the employee is 
entitled to the same or a part thereof, from any source whatever by virtue of 
any agreement or understanding or law, state or federal, without any loss of 
benefit to the employee, the employer shall not be required in such case to 
pay any part of such expense, unless said benefits are insufficient to pay all 
such expense, and in such event the employer shall be liable for the defi- 
ciency only. All cases of dispute as to the necessity and value of such ser- 
vices shall be determined by the tribunal having jurisdiction of the claim of 
the injured employee for compensation. 


“(b) The injured employee must submit himself to examination by 
the employer’s physician at all reasonable times, if requested to do so by the 
employer, but the employee shall have the right to have a physician of his 
own selection present at such examination, in which case the employee shall 
be liable to such physician for his services. The employer shall pay for the 
services of the physician making the examination at the instance of the em- 
ployer. And in case of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the in- 
stance of either party or of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of 
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good standing and ability to make an examination of the injured person and 
to report his findings to the court, the expense of which examination shall 
be borne equally by the parties. If the injured employee refuses to comply 
with any reasonable request for examination, or refuses to accept the medi- 
cal service or physical rehabilitation which the employer elects to furnish 
under the provisions of this chapter, his right to compensation shall be sus- 
pended and no compensation shall be payable for the period of such refusal. 
Any physician whose services are furnished or paid for by the employer, or 
any physician of the injured employee who treats or makes or is present at 
any examination of an injured employee may be required to testify as to any 
knowledge by him in the courts of such treatment or examination as same 
related to the injury or disability arising therefrom. Any such physician 
shall, upon written request of the injured employee or his employer and 
without consent of or notice to the employee or employer not making such 
request, furnish to such injure employee or his employer a written state- 
ment of his professional opinion as to the extent of the injury and disability. 
In all death claims where the cause of death is obscure or is disputed, any 
interested party may require an autopsy, the cost of which is to be borne by 
the party demanding the same. The term ‘physicians’ shall include medical 
doctor, surgeon and chiropractor. Any hospital, medical clinic, rehabilitation 
service or other person or entity providing treatment to an employee or pro- 
viding facilities at which the employee receives treatment shall, upon the 
written request of the employee or of the employer, furnish the em fo ee or 
the employer a copy of the records, including X-rays and laboratory reports 
relating to such treatment. Such copy ma’ be furnished without the consent 
of or notice to the employee or em iB er not making such request. When an 
employer and employee so agree in writin nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prevent an employee whose i injury or disabilit has been estab- 
lished_in accordance with the rovisions of this act, from relying on good 


ishe 
faith, on treatment by prayer or spiritual means alone, in aceordancs with 


the tenets and practice of a recognized church or religious denomination 
who have nursing services appropriate therewith, without suffering loss or 
diminution of the compensation Penatite under this act; provided, the em- 
ployee shall submit to all physical examinations required by this act. The 


cost of such treatment and nursing care shall be pai the employee; un- 
less the employer agrees to make such payment. Any physician, hospital 
medical clinic eeEabilitation service or Gee erson or entity providing an 
written statement of professional opinion or copies of stone pursuant to 


this subsection shall not be liable to any person for any claim arising out o! 
the release of medical information concerning the employee and eal be 
entitled to receive a reasonable fee for the rendering of such professional 


Opinion and reimbursement for the actual cost of providin Sich copies to 
be paid by the employee or the employer initiating the request. 


“(c) If the employer so elects, the employee shall submit to and un- 
dergo vocational rehabilitation at the employer’s expense through a voca- 
tional rehabilitation facility or institution recommended by a vocational re- 
habilitation specialist, which facility or institution shall be qualified to 
render competent vocational rehabilitation service. If an employee who is 
unable in the opinion of the treating physician to return to his former em- 
ployment shall request vocational rehabilitation and if both a vocational re- 
habilitation specialist and a treating physician, the cost of whose service is 
the obligation of the employer under this section, shall express their opin- 
ions in writing that in the judgment of each of them vocational rehabilita- 
tion is reasonably calculated to restore the employee to gainful employment 
and is in the best interest of the employee, the cost of such rehabilitation 
shall be borne by the employer. Such cost, where rehabilitation requires res- 
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idence at or near a facility or institution away from the employee’s custom- 
ary residence, shall include reasonable charges for the employee’s necessary 
boarding, lodging and travel. 


“(d) Refusal of the employee to accept rehabilitation at the em- 
ployer’s request shall result in loss of compensation for each week of the 
period of refusal.” 


Section 7. In the event the amount of the second injury trust fund 
exceeds $1,000,000 at any time prior to June 30, 1985, a sum not to exceed 
$269,000 may be paid from the second injury trust fund to the Director of 
Industrial Relations for the purchase of computer equipment and related 
supplies for use by the workers’ compensation division of the Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


Section 8. During the two-year period beginning July 1, 1984, and 
ending June 30, 1986, each employer, who pays compensation benefits on 
account of injury, death or disease of any employee, shall pay to the Direc- 
tor of Industrial Relations a special assessment of one-quarter of one per- 
cent of the amount of the compensation benefits so paid. Medical or similar 
expenses payable under Section 25-5-77 shall not be included in the com- 
pensation benefits upon which such assessment is payable. The employer 
shall pay the amount of such assessment to the Director of Industrial Rela- 
tions, beginning November 1, 1984, for compensation benefits during the 
quarter ending September 30 and, similarly, on the first day of the first 
month which is at least 30 days after the end of each quarter after Septem- 
ber 30, 1984, the last payment being due August 1, 1986. ‘The amount of 
compensation paid by the employer during each such quarter shall be deter- 
mined from a report as prescribed by the Director of the Department of 
Industrial Relations. Amounts received by the Director of Industrial Rela- 
tions as such special assessment shall be used by the director to defray costs 
and expenses of the workers’ compensation division of the Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


Section 9. There is hereby created in the State Treasury a fund enti- 
tled ““Workers’ Compensation Administrative Trust Fund,” into which shall 
be deposited certain assessments provided under Chapter 5, Title 25, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as last amended, collected thereunder by the Department 
of Industrial Relations through its workers’ compensation division. Said 
fund shall constitute a separate fund to be disbursed by the State Comp- 
troller on order of the Director of Industrial Relations. The State Treasury 
is directed to pay monies out of the separate fund herein established upon 
the order of the Director; provided, that the total expense of every purpose 
incurred shall not exceed the total assessment collected and paid in the 
State Treasury plus the appropriation from the State General Fund. All 
monies and earned interest remaining unexpended in the separate fund 
herein above provided at the end of the fiscal year shall remain in the state 
treasury to be expended as herein provided. The Director of Industrial Re- 
lations who is hereby designated as trustee of the fund and the State Trea- 
surer is hereby designated as custodian of the fund, shall furnish such bond 
in such amounts as shall be deemed appropriate. The cost of such bonds for 
the trustee, custodian and other employees or officials required to post bond 
in connection with said program shall be paid out of said fund. 


Section 10. Sections 1 through 6 of this act and Sections 11 and 12 
shall be applicable to Articles 4, 5, 6 and 7 of Chapter 5 of Title 25 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, with respect to compensation for occupational dis- 
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eases generally, occupational pnuemoconiosis generally, pnuemoconiosis of 
coal miners and occupational exposure to radiation. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are expressly declared not to be 
severable. If any provision of this act shall be adjudged to be invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, then this entire act shall be invalid and 
held for naught. 


Section 12. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law, 
provided it shall have no effect whatsoever with respect to the right of any 
injured employee to bring an action with respect to or upon any cause of 
action which arose or accrued prior to the effective date of this act.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON RULES ON 
ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said com- 
mittee, in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with the origi- 
nal bill and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


H. B. 55. To amend various sections of Chapter 5, Title 25, Code of 
Alabama 1975, which relate to workman’s compensation in Alabama, to 
limit civil actions by one employee against another co-employee of the same 
employer (co-employee suits), to state legislative findings, specifically to 
amend Section 25-5-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, so as to provide that 
the inclusion of an employer’s insurer within the definition of “employer” 
shall not provide the insurer with complete immunity from liability to an 
injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his death; to delete pro- 
visions in subsection (a) of Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
excluding from the definition of “party other than the employer” an officer, 
director, agent, servant or employee of the same employer, or his personal 
representative, and any workers’ compensation carrier or any person, firm, 
association, trust, fund, or corporation responsible for servicing and pay- 
ment of worker’s compensation claims for the employer or any officer, direc- 
tor, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, person, firm, association, 
trust, fund, or corporation and any labor union, or any official or represen- 
tative thereof making a safety inspection for the benefit of the employer or 
its employees; to amend Section 25-5-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
provide that an injured employee, or his dependents in the case of his 
death, may bring an action for damages against any workers’ compensation 
insurance carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation 
responsible for servicing and payment of worker’s compensation claims for 
the employer or any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such 
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carrier, person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, or any labor 
union, or any official or representative thereof, or an officer, director, agent, 
servant or employee of the same employer, or his personal representative, 
only for wilful conduct which results in or proximately causes injury or 
death to the employee; to amend Section 25-5-53 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to extend immunity from civil liability for all causes of action except 
those based upon wilful conduct to any workers’ compensation insurance 
carrier or any person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation responsi- 
ble for servicing and payment of worker’s compensation claims for the em- 
ployer or any officer, director, agent, servant or employee of such carrier, 
person, firm, association, trust, fund, or corporation, and to any labor union 
or any official representative thereof, and to any officer, director, agent, ser- 
vant or employee of the same employer or his personal representative; to 
amend Section 25-5-68 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that, effec- 
tive July 1, 1984, the maximum weekly benefit shall be 80 percent, rather 
than 66 % percent, of the average weekly wage for the state of Alabama, 
but not more than, for permanent partial disability benefits, $190 per week; 
to amend Section 25-5-77 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to provide that an 
employee dissatisfied with the first physician or surgeon selected by the em- 
ployer may select a second physician or surgeon from a panel of four se- 
lected by the employer; to provide that an employee or employer may ob- 
tain records from any hospital, clinic or other facility at which an employee 
receives treatment for an injury received on the job; to provide that the 
foregoing amendments and clarification are applicable to Articles 4, 5, 6 and 
7 of Chapter 5 of Title 25 of the Code of Alabama 1975; and to further 
require employers to pay for a two year period, beginning July 1, 1984, a 
special assessment of one quarter of one percent of compensation benefits 
paid by the employer into a fund entitled “Workers’ Compensation Admin- 
istrative Trust Fund” to defray expenses of the Department of Industrial 
Relations; and to authorize the expenditure of a sum not to exceed $269,000 
from the second injury trust fund for the purchase of computer equipment 
and supplies by the Department of Industrial Relations, provided the sec- 
ond injury trust fund exceeds $1,000,000 by June 30, 1985.

WHEREAS under the provisions of Act No. 82-379 an Interim Com- 
mittee on Municipal Government of the Legislature of Alabama was organ- 
ized with eight (8) members of the Legislature, four (4) from the House 
appointed by the Speaker and four (4) from the Senate appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor, and the Committee has submitted its report to the 
Legislature. 


The Committee made numerous recommendations with respect to the 
organization, function, administration, financial framework, election proce- 
dures, forms of government procedures, and the impact of growth and ur- 
banization on Alabama cities and towns and, 


WHEREAS, the current Legislature has adopted several bills studied 
by the Committee and will no doubt adopt several additional pieces of legis- 
lation which the Interim Committee recommended and there is a need to 
continue and complete the study begun by the said Interim Committee in- 
asmuch as many areas, which the Committee studied, require further study 
in depth and require positive recommendations to the Legislature from the 
Committee, an 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE, THE 
SENATE OF ALABAMA CONCURRING, that in order to further suggest 
to the State Legislators additional sound, workable, financially feasible and 
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economically possible methods of administration for Alabama’s municipal 
governments, there is hereby organized an Interim Committee on Municipal 
Government of the Legislature of Alabama, to be composed of eight (8) 
members of the Legislature, four (4) members from the House to be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House, and four (4) members from the Sen- 
ate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. It shall be the duty and 
function of the Committee to analyze the present status of municipal gov- 
ernment in Alabama and to make recommendations for legislation and con- 
stitutional revision which it considers necessary or desirable to enable the 
municipal governments of this State to more adequately meet and furnish 
the services and requirements of their citizens. 


In reviewing the status and the laws of municipal governments in Ala- 
bama, the Committee shall consider and make studies of, but shall not limit 
its consideration, to the following items: 


1. An assessment and study of the impact of reduced federal funds 
and the problems to municipalities created thereby; the study to suggest 
methods whereby municipalities may continue furnishing services notwith- 
standing the reduction of federal assistance; the study also to include a re- 
view of the block grant delivery system of federal assistance. 


2. An assessment and analysis of the progress being made in Congress 
on anti-trust legislation designed to overcome the adverse decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court in Community Communications Company, Inc. v. City 
of Boulder, Colorado. 


3. A study and assessment of the problems faced by municipalities be- 
cause of the mounting problems connected with sanitary sewage (waste 
water) disposal and a suggested avenue of meeting the tremendous expenses 
connected with such disposal; and a suggested funding mechanism to cover 
the cost of disposal. 


4. A study of hazardous waste disposal and suggested solutions of the 
problems created by hazardous wastes. 


5. A study of the infrastructure needs of Alabama towns and cities 
with particular emphasis on the study of road and street systems and their 
maintenance and repair. 


6. A review with recommendations, as to how municipalities can best 
improve the delivery of services of all types to their citizens. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee shall not consume 
more than forty-five (45) working days in performing its functions and that 
its report be finished in time for presentation of a preliminary report during 
the first week of the 1985 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature and a 
final report to be submitted during the 1985 Regular Session of the Ala- 
bama Legislature and that as far as practical that all meetings of the Com- 
mittee shall be held in the State Capital and be opened to the public.

“Tn all cities and towns at the general election to be held on the second 
Tuesday in July, 1980, and quadrennially thereafter, there shall be elected a 
mayor, who, in cities having a population of 12,000 or more according to the 
last or any subsequent federal census, shall not sit with the council nor have 
a vote in its proceedings, and he shall have the power and duties conferred 
in this chapter. 


“In all cities and towns having a population of less than 12,000 inhabi- 
tants aceording to the last or any subsequent federal census, the legislative 
functions shall be exercised by the mayor and five aldermen. The mayor 
shall preside over all deliberations of the council. At his discretion he may 
vote as a member of the council on any question coming to a vote, except in 
case of a tie, in which event he must vote. 


“The aldermen in such cities or towns shall be elected by the city or 
town at large at the first general election held on the second Tuesday in 
July, 1980, and quadrennially thereafter, or from wards as the said councils 
may determine, not less than six months before an election, and shall re- 
ceive such salary as the council may prescribe, which must be fixed by the 
council not less than six months prior to each general municipal election. 


“Provided, however, the six-month requirement in this section may be 
waived when necessary to comply with a mandate by the U.S. Justice De. 
partment pursuant to the Voting Rights Act of 1965, as amended, or with 


an order issue a_ state or federal court when such mandate or order is 
received prior to Taine 5, 1984. 


“§ 11-43-80. 


“(a) The mayor shall have the powers and perform the duties pro- 
vided by this title and by other applicable provisions of law and shall keep 
an office in the city or town. 


“(b) The mayor shall receive such salary as the council may prescribe, 
which must be fixed by the council not less than six months prior to each 


general municipal election;_provided, however, the six-month requirement 
in this section may be eaived when necessary to comply with a mandate b 
the U.S. Justice Departnent pursuant to the Voting Rights Act of 1965, as 
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amended, or with an order issued by a state or federal court when such 
mandate or order is received prior to June 5, 1984. 

“(c) In municipalities which own and operate light and power systems, 
municipal water systems, municipal sewage systems and municipal gas sys- 
tems, one or any of them, may, by resolution of the governing body duly 
entered in its minutes, require the mayor to act as superintendent of such 
system or systems and to give so much of his time thereof as the governing 
body may direct. In any municipality in which a municipal board or munici- 
pal public corporation owns and operates a municipal light and power sys- 
tem, municipal water system, municipal sewage system and municipal gas 
system, one or any of them, such board or municipal public corporation 
may, by resolution duly entered in its minutes, employ the mayor to act as 
superintendent of such system or systems and to give so much of his time 
thereto as such board or corporation may direct. The mayor, as such super- 
intendent of such system or systems, shall serve as purchasing agent and 
make all purchases authorized by the governing body, board or municipal 
pane corporation therefor, and shall keep a check on meter readings and 

ids for service of the system and see that the collections thereof are made. 
He shall see that the system or systems are kept in proper repair and opera- 
tion, shall keep an inventory showing the supplies nd equipment on hand 
for such system or systems, shall keep a full and complete monthly financial 
statement of all operation costs and receipts and keep a proper inventor fies 
the fiscal assets of such system or systems and shall handle all such 
and information relative to such system or systems available for the ce 
erning body, board or municipal public corporation at such times as it shall 
require, but not less frequently than once every three months. For his ser- 
vice as superintendent of such system or systems, the mayor shall be paid, 
in addition to his salary as mayor, such sum as the governing body, board or 
municipal corporation shall deem reasonable, but not to exceed $600.00 per 
month, except in cases where the governing body, board or municipal corpo- 
ration requires the full-time services of the mayor as superintendent of such 
system or systems, in which event he may be paid not exceeding $1,200.00 
per month for such service. The governing body, board or municipal corpo- 
ration may, at any time it deems best, dispense with the mayor’s service as 
superintendent. 


“(d) The provisions of this section shall be curative and retroactive, 
and any employment of any mayor as superintendent of any such utility or 
utilities heretofore made by any such governing body, board or municipal 
public corporation, and any such salary heretofore paid to any mayor by 
any such governing body, board or municipal corporation for his services as 
superintendent of such system or systems, is hereby validated.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To protect, preserve, maintain, and enhance the scenic, recreational, 
and other qualities of the Cahaba River by reinforcing existing surface min- 
ing laws, solid waste laws, water pollution laws, and water quality standards 
in and near the river; to regulate certain alterations and impoundments of 
the river; to establish a management corridor along the river within which 
the building or establishment of transportation facilities and other man- 
made structures and the harvesting of timber may be performed as ap- 
proved by the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources; and to 
prescribe remedies and penalties for violation of the act. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as “The Cahaba 
River Act of 1984.” 


Section 2. The Legislature of the State of Alabama finds that the 
Cahaba River possesses outstanding scenic, recreational, geological, fish and 
wildlife, botanical, historical, archaeological, and other environmental, sci- 
entific, and cultural values of great present and future benefit to the people 
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of Alabama and the nation, and that the Cahaba River is exceptionally val- 
uable, for both the present and the future, as an important supply of drink- 
ing water for Alabamians and as a water supply for agricultural use, includ- 
ing livestock watering, crop irrigation, and water table support. The state 
has a pervasive interest in promoting and preserving those values. the 
Cahaba River is one of the few natural free-flowing remaining in the eastern 
United States. It is a haven for a wide variety of flora and fauna, several 
species of which are rare or endangered. In addition, the Cahaba River is a 
scenic river, valuable as a public recreational outlet for boating, canoeing, 
swimming, and fishing. These uses and benefits, however, are threatened by 
the unregulated development of the river. The river should be preserved for 
these uses and benefits in the future. 


Section 3. The purpose of this legislation is to preserve, reclaim, pu- 
rify, and protect the Cahaba River in order to ensure the continued use and 
enjoyment by the public of the values and uses which are identified in Sec- 
tion 2 of this act. 


Section 4. As used throughout this act, including the preamble and 
the findings, except where specifically noted to the contrary, the following 
words have the meanings ascribed to them in this section: 


(1) BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICES. The practice or combina- 
tion of practices determined by a state or designated area planning agency 
after problem assessment, examination of alternative practices and appro- 
priate public participation, to be the most effective and practicable means, 
according to technological, economical, environmental aa institutional con- 
siderations, of preventing or reducing the amount of pollution by non-point 
sources to a level compatible with water quality goals. 


(2) CAHABA RIVER. 


(a) That river which begins at Echo Lake in northeast Jefferson 
County and flowing through Jefferson, St. Clair, Shelby, Bibb, Perry, and 
Dallas Counties to the point where it flows into the Alabama River, pro- 
vided, however, that this act shall apply only to that portion of the river 
downstream from the point where the river intersects with Black Creek in 
the SW % of SE % of Section 10 of Township 15, Range SW of Bibb 
County; and 


(b) The entire length of the Little Cahaba River, which begins at the 
junction of Shoal Creek and Mayhan Creek in eastern Bibb County to the 
point where it flows into the Cahaba River. 


(3) CHANNELIZING or CHANNELIZATION. The practice of chang- 
ing a natural stream, river, or waterway or a segment thereof into a man- 
made ditch or canal with channels of relatively uniform width and depth, 
commonly necessitating the removal of trees and other wooded vegetation 
adjacent to the stream, river, or waterway. 


(4) CHANNEL REALIGNMENT. The practice by which dredging, 
ditching, or other means are used to shorten or reroute the natural course of 
a stream, river, or waterway. 


(5) CLEARING AND SNAGGING. The practice of removing by 
mechanical means most obstructions, trees, snags, or other impediments 
which retard the natural flow of a stream, river, or waterway. Provided, 
however, that the removal of individual obstructions, trees, snags, or imped- 
iments with hand tools or hand-held power saws is not included in the defi- 
nition of clearing and snagging. 
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(6) COMMISSIONER. The commissioner of Conservation and Natural 
Resources or such administrative officer as is designated by him to adminis- 
ter the program established under this act. 


(7) FOREST PRACTICE. The activity relating to the growing, pro- 
tecting, harvesting or processing of forest tree species on forestland. 


(8) HORIZONTAL DISTANCE. That distance measured from the sur- 
face elevation contour existing at the mean low-water mark of the Cahaba 
River, extending perpendicularly from said mark in a horizontal fashion 
along a line which rests horizontally and continuously on the surface eleva- 
tion contour existing at the said mean low-water mark. 


(9) IMPOUNDMENT. The total or partial damming of a stream, river, 
or watercourse so as to substantially alter the natural flow, current, velocity, 
or depth of the stream, river, or watercourse. 


(10) MANAGEMENT CORRIDOR. That area of land along and adja- 
cent to the Cahaba River which extends a horizontal distance of 150 feet on 
either side from the mean low-water mark of that river, provided, however, 
this limitation shall not apply to areas where the limitation of 100 feet by 
The Alabama Surface Mining Control and Reclamation Act of 1981 is 
applicable. 


(11) NON-POINT SOURCES. Water pollution which is: 


(a) Induced by natural processed including precipitation, seepage, per- 
colation and run-off; 


(b) Not traceable to any discreet or identifiable facility; and 


(c) Better controlled through the utilization of best management prac- 
tices, including process and planning techniques. 


(12) PERSON. Any and all persons, natural or artificial, including, but 
not limited to, any individual, any responsible corporate officer, any firm, 
association, or organization, any municipal, public, or private corporation 
organized or existing under the laws of this or any other state or county, any 
other body politic or corporate, or any department, agency, agent, or instru- 
mentality of any of the aforesaid persons or entities. 


(13) RIPRAPPING. The practice of placing rocks or similar material 
closely together on the banks of a stream, river, or waterway for the purpose 
of controlling erosion. 


(14) STREAMSIDE MANAGEMENT ZONE. That area adjacent to 
the banks of streams or rivers where extra precaution is necessary in carry- 
ing out forest practices in order to protect the stream or river bank integrity 
and water quality. 


(15) SURFACE MINING. Any activities on the surface of lands in con- ' 
nection with a surface mine of coal, iron, gravel, or any other mineral or 
material, or any surface operations and surface impacts incident to an un- 
derground mine of coal iron, gravel, or any other mineral or material. Such 
activities, operations, and impacts shall include, but not be limited to exca- 
vation, the use of explosives and blasting, distillation or retorting, leaching 
or other chemical or physical processing, and the cleaning, concentrating, or 
other processing, preparation, or loading of coal, iron, gravel, or any other 
mineral or material in connection with the surface or underground mine. 


Section 5. Any person who engages in surface mining within the man- 
agement corridor shall comply with The Alabama Surface Mining Control 
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and Reclamation Act of 1981. Any person who causes or allows to be dis- 
charged into the Cahaba River by any means, or who maintains or who 
causes or allows to be accumulated within the management corridor any 
mining piles wastes, washings, overburden, or other debris generated by or 
arising out of or in connection with such person’s surface or underground 
mining activities shall be deemed to have violated this act. 


Section 6. The water quality standard for the Cahaba River shall be 
no lower than the standard established and adopted by the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission on October 16, 1972, for the Cahaba River as de- 
fined in Section 4 (2)(a) of this act, and the Little Cahaba River, as defined 
in Section 4 (2)(b) of this act. However, in no event shall said standard be 
less restrictive than “Fish and Wildlife” as that term is defined in the Ala- 
bama Water Improvement Commission’s Water Use Classifications for In- 
terstate and Intrastate Waters of the State of Alabama (adopted May 5, 
1967, and as amended on June 19, 1967, April 1, 1970, October 16, 1972, and 
September 1973). 


Section 7. Any person who, in violation of Chapter 22, Title 22, Code 
of Alabama 1975, discharges pollution into the Cahaba River without having 
first obtained a permit, or discharges pollution into the Cahaba River in 
violation of the terms of a permit, or otherwise violates an effluent limita- 
tion or water quality standard of the Alabama Department of Environmen- 
tal Management shall be deemed to have violated this act. 


Section 8. Any pereee who discharges, dumps, or otherwise allows or 
causes to be deposited in the Cahaba River or within the management corri- 
dor any solid waste, hazardous waste, or other litter in violation of the Solid 
Wastes Disposal Act, the Hazardous Wastes Management Act of 1978 or 
Chapter 6, Title 33, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be deemed to have vio- 
lated this act. 


Section 9. Any person who, within the management corridor, con- 
structs or places transportation facilities, utilities, or other permanent man- 
made structures, or who, within the Cahaba River, constructs a dam or im- 
poundment or carries out channelization, channel realignment, clearing and 
snagging, or riprapping, must first obtain a permit from the Commissioner 
of Conservation and Natural Resources. Said permit shall certify that the 
applicant’s activities will meet the requirements of this act, the require- 
ments of regulations promulgated by the Commissioner pursuant to this act, 
and any siditional requirements or conditions imposed by the Commis- 
sioner in the permit. 


Section 10. Any person who constructs or who causes or allows to be 
constructed any dam or ami peundmene on the Cahaba River at any time 
after the effective date of this act without having first obtained a permit 
from the Commissioner of Conservation and Natural Resources or in viola- 
tion of the terms of a permit, a regulation of the Commissioner, or this sec- 
tion shall be deemed to have violated this act. It is hereby established as 
state policy that there is an important public and state interest in preserv- 
ing the Cahaba River in its natural condition. Dams and impoundments vio- 
late the aforementioned policy, and shall be permitted only when they are 
necessary to protect and constitute the sole means of promoting a supersed- 
ing interest in the public health or welfare. 


Section 11. Any person who performs or causes to be performed the 
activity of channelization, channel realignment, clearing and snagging, or 
riprapping on the Cahaba River at any time after the effective date of this 
act without having first obtained a permit from the Commissioner of Con- 
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servation and Natural Resources or in violation of the terms of a permit, a 
regulation of the Commissioner, of this section shall be deemed to have vio- 
lated this act. 


Section 12. The Alabama Recommended Forest Management Guide- 
lines, August 1977, adopted by the Alabama Forestry Commission shall be 
the concept of best management practices for commercially cut timber 
within the management corridor. Harvesters must notify the Commissioner 
of their intentions to exercise the best management practices within the 
management corridor. 


Section 13. The best management practices for agricultural purposes, 
as established by the State Soil and Water Conservation Committee, shall 
be the concept used for agricultural purposes within the management corri- 
dor. The Commissioner shall be notified of any intention to exercise the 
best management practices within the management corridor. 


Section 14. Any person who constructs or places or who causes or al- 
lows to be placed within the management corridor a transportation facility, 
including but not limited to bridges, roads, and highways, or utility must 
first obtain a permit from the Commissioner, and must construct or place 
the facility or utility so as to mitigate as much as is practicable any detri- 
mental effect on the scenic, recreational, geological, fish and wildlife, botani- 
cal, historical, archaelogical, agricultural, drinking water, and other environ- 
mental, scientific and cultural values of the Cahaba River. Such facilities 
and utilities shall be permitted only after compliance with the foregoing re- 
quirements of this section. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent, 
hinder or regulate in any manner the maintenance of such facilities and 
utilities which existed within the management corridor prior to the enact- 
ment of this act or which are subsequently constructed or placed within the 
management corridor pursuant to a permit from the Commissioner, includ- 
ing the clearing and reclearing of rights-of-ways and easements. 


Section 15. Any person who constructs or places or who causes or al- 
lows to be placed within the management corridor any other man-made 
structure, including but not limited to buildings, residences, commercial fa- 
cilities, commercial advertising signs, and mobile homes, house trailers 
campers, or motor homes, must first obtain a permit from the Commis- 
sioner, and must construct or place such structure so as not to impair the 
scenic, recreational, geological, fish and wildlife, botanical, historical, 
archaeological, agricultural, drinking water, and other environmental, scien- 
tific, and cultural values of the Cahaba River. Steps shall be taken, when 
construction or placement of such structures occurs within the management 
corridor, to mitigate as much as possible any detrimental effects on the 
aforementioned values of the Cahaba River. Except in the case of single 
family residential buildings, such structures may not be permitted unless 
there is no reasonable alternative to construction or placement within the 
management corridor. 


Section 16. (a) The Legislature recognizes that there are limited areas 
along the Cahaba River, including that part of the Cahaba River which 
flows through the City of Centreville, which are traditionally commercial or 
industrial in character. The Commissioner shall be empowered to establish 
by regulation limited segments of the management corridor which shall be 
designated as traditionally commercial areas. Any such areas which are so 
designated by the Commissioner shall be so designated within six months of 
the effective date of this act. 


(b) Any person who constructs or places or who causes or allows to be 
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placed within a designated traditionally commercial area of the manage- 
ment corridor a transportation facility, including but not limited to bridges, 
roads, and highways, utility, or any other man-made structure, as set out in 
Sections 14 and 15 of this act, must first obtain a permit from the Commis- 
sioner, and must construct or place such facility, utility, or structure so as to 
prevent to the maximum extent possible any detrimental effects on the 
scenic, recreational, geological, fish and wildlife, botanical, historical, 
archaeological, agricultural, drinking water, and other environmental, scien- 
tific, and cultural values of the Cahaba River. When reasonable alternatives 
for such construction or placement exist outside the management corridor, 
preference shall be given to the alternative sites outside the management 
corridor, other factors being equal. Diligent steps shall be taken, when con- 
struction or placement of such facilities, utilities, or structures occurs within 
a designated traditionally commercial area of the management corridor, to 
mitigate as much as possible any detrimental effects on the aforementioned 
values of the Cahaba River. All other requirements of this act, aside from 
the requirements of Sections 14 and 15 which are hereby modified, shall 
fully apply to activities carried out within designated traditionally commer- 
cial areas of the management corridor in the same manner that they apply 
to the management corridor and Cahaba River generally. 


Section 17. Camping along the Cahaba River shall occur only on pub- 
lic lands, and not on private land except when and where permitted by the 
landowner. However, when the Commissioner designates specific public 
lands for use as campsites, camping shall occur only on those designated 
janes. and not on private land except when and where permitted by the 
andowner. 


Section 18. Camp fires along the Cahaba River shall be made only in 
compliance with state law and only when and where there is no possibility 
of their causing damage. No open camp fire shall be left untended. All camp 
fires shall be completely extinguished with water after use. Camp fires along 
the Cahaba River shall be made only on public lands, and not on private 
land except when and where permitted by the landowner. 


Section 19. Any person who commences or performs any of the activi- 
ties regulated under Sections 9 through 18 of this act without obtaining a 
permit or in violation of a permit, a regulation of the Commissioner, or this 
act shall be deemed to have violated this act. 


Section 20. (a) Whenever a written statement is filed with the Com- 
missioner alleging that any person is in violation of any provision of this act, 
any regulation whose enforcement would further the purposes of this act, or 
any order issued by any state agency under the authority of this act, the 
Commissioner may cause to have issued and served upon the person alleged 
to be committing such violation a written notice which shall specify both 
the provision of the aforementioned act, regulation, or order which such 
person is alleged to be violating and the manner in which the person is al- 
leged to be violating the aforementioned act, regulation, or order. The no- 
tice shall also require the person complained against to answer the charges 
of the complaint at a hearing before the Commissioner at a time not less 
than 10 days or more than 20 days after the service of notice. Either, upon 
his own initiative, or at the request of the person charged, the Commis- 
sioner shall issue subpoenas requiring the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of such evidence as may be relevant to such hearing. The person 
charged may appear in person or by counsel at such hearing. Testimony 
shall be taken under oath and recorded stenographically at the hearing, and 
the person charged shall have the right to cross-examine witnesses at the 
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hearing. A copy of the record of the hearing shall be furnished to the person 
charged upon payment of the cost of such copy. The Commissioner shall 
enter any order which he deems appropriate on the basis of the evidence 
presented, and the order may include a civil penalty of up to $5,000.00 for 
each violation of this act, payable to the Cahaba River Fund. The Commis- 
sioner shall forthwith ina copy of the order to the person charged or to 
his attorney of record. If the order is not complied with, an action may be 
commenced under Sections 21 and 22 of this act to enforce the order; how- 
ever, neither the commencement nor the completion of the administrative 
procedures shall in any way be considered to be a prerequisite or condition 
to the filing of an action under Sections 21 and 22 of this act. 


(b) A charged person who has been aggrieved by an order of the Com- 
missioner may appeal that order to the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County or the county in which the violation subject to the order occurred; 
provided, however, the appeal must be filed within 30 days after the order is 
issued. The court shall review the record of the administrative hearing and 
may hear such other evidence as it deems appropriate, and shall uphold the 
order unless it is arbitrary, capricious, or without any reasonable foundation 
in the evidence. If the court determines that the order is arbitrary, capri- 
cious, or without any reasonable foundation in the evidence, the case shall 
be remanded to the Commissioner for further proceedings in accordance 
with the provisions of this act and the court’s order. The parties shall have 
all rights of exception and appeal as in other cases. 


Section 21. Any person who violates or who fails, neglects, or refuses 
to obey any provision of this act, any regulation whose enforcement would 
further the purposes of this act, or any permit or order issued by any state 
agency under the authority of this act, may be compelled to comply with or 
obey the same by injunction, mandamus, or any other extraordinary writ or 
other legal or equitable remedy; provided further, that any person who vio- 
lates or fails, neglects or refuses to obey any provision of this act, any regu- 
lation whose enforcement would further the purposes of this act, or any per- 
mit or order issued by any state agency under the authority of this act, shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than $100.00 but not more than $1,000.00 
for each day of violation, or by imprisonment for not more than six months, 
or by both. 


Section 22. The remedies provided in Sections 20 and 21 of this act 
shall not be exclusive. In addition thereto, any citizen of the State of Ala- 
bama may bring any action available at law or in equity to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act, to impose or enforce the payment of $5,000.00 civil pen- 
alty to the Cahaba River Fund, or to enforce or adjudicate his rights and 
the rights of others similarly situated. Provided, that nothing in this section 
shall Ee construed to empower any citizen to bring an action to impose any 
criminal sanctions under this act. Any citizen or class of citizens contem- 
eaters bringing any action under this act, except for a private action 

rought to recover money damages, must give the Attorney General of the 
State of Alabama 10 days notice of intent to file the action prior to filing it. 
Any plaintiff who shall be successful, in whole or in part, as to his citizen’s 
suit brought under this section shall also be awarded costs of the action and 
a reasonable attorney’s fee. Any plaintiff who shall be unsuccessful shall be 
ordered to pay the costs of the suit. 


It is hereby expressed as the intent of the Legislature that anyone who 
owns land within the management corridor and who is aggrieved by the fail- 
ure of the Commissioner to enforce any provision of this act or any regula- 
tion whose enforcement would further the purposes of this act, or any order 
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or permit issued by any state agency under authority of this act may avail 
himself of this section to ensure enforcement of the said act, regulation, 
order, or permit. 


Section 23. In administering the permit program for the Cahaba River 
and the management corridor, the Commissioner is directed, after holding 
public hearings on the subject, to adopt and promulgate rules and regula- 
tions establishing guidelines and limitations regarding when permits may be 
issued in particular situations under the requirements of this act. The Com- 
missioner is authorized, after holding public hearings on the subject, to 
adopt and promulgate reasonable rules and regulations governing the man- 
agement and orderly public use of the Cahaba River and the management 
corridor, including use permits, user fees, designated campsites, the 
franchising of private recreational development projects, and the protection 
of private lands within and alongside the management corridor. The Com- 
missioner shall hire or assign sufficient enforcement personnel to police the 
river in order to insure that the river is used in an orderly and peaceful 
manner, to enforce the provisions of this act, rules and regulations promul- 
gated pursuant to this act, and permits issued under this act, and to protect 
private lands within and alongside the management corridor. The public 
hearings authorized in this section shall be held only after due and adequate 
notice has been given to all interested parties and to owners of real property 
within the management corridor. 


Section 24. The Commissioner shall be advised and assisted as to 
rules and regulations, permit applications, enforcement procedures, and any 
other matters comin Batre the Commissioner concerning the regulation or 
management of the Cahaba River or the management corridor by the Tech- 
nical Advisory Council, which shall consist of one geologist, one acquatic 
biologist, one terrestrial biologist from the State University System, one hy- 
drologist from the Alabama Water Improvement Commission, one represen- 
tative from the Alabama Historical Commission, one conservationist, one 
licensed forester, one representative from the Alabama Forestry Association, 
one representative from the Alabama Coal Association, one representative 
from the Alabama Farm Bureau Federation, and one person each from, and 
who resides in, Bibb County, Perry County, and Dallas County. The mem- 
bers of the Technical Advisory Council shall be appointed by the Commis- 
sioner, except that each member who is appointed as a resident of Bibb, 
Perry, or Dallas County shall be appointed by the Probate Judge of his or 
her respective county. 


Members of the Council shall serve a term of two years and shall be 
eligible for reappointment. Any member who shall be absent from more 
than 25 percent of the meetings of the council during a 12-month period 
shall have his or her membership automatically revoked, after which the 
member may be reappointed once; however, after a second automatic revo- 
cation, the member may not be reappointed. 


All Council meetings shall be open to the public. 


Section 25. Upon receipt of an application for a permit to carry out a 
regulated activity within the management corridor or in the Cahaba River, 
the Commissioner shall immediately forward a copy of the application to 
the Technical Advisory Council and issue a written notice, summarizing the 
permit application, to all interested parties, including those who have re- 

uested to be placed on the Commissioner’s permanent mailing list for the 
ahaba River. The Council, within 30 days of receiving the copy of the per- 
mit application, shall meet for the purpose of rendering its advice to the

Commissioner as to whether the application should be approved, disap- 
proved, modified, or conditionally approved or disapproved. The Commis- 
sioner shall consider, but not be bound by, the Council’s advice, and shall, 
within 30 days of the Council meeting, approve, disapprove, modify, or con- 
ditionally approve or disapprove the application. The failure of the Council 
to meet within the thirty-day period shall not impair the ability of the Com- 
missioner to act on the application; however, if the Commissioner fails to 
act within 60 days of the Council’s receipt of the application, the permit 
shall deemed to have been automatically approved. 


Section 26. (a) There is hereby created a fund which shall be known 
as the Cahaba River Fund. The fund shall consist of, and the Commissioner 
is authorized to receive and manage, the following: 


(1) All money appropriated to the Alabama Department of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources for managing or protecting the Cahaba River by 
the Legislature of the State of Alabama; 


(2) All money received by the Alabama Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources from county or municipal governments for managing 
or protecting the Cahaba River; 


(3) All related gifts, grants, bequests, or donations from individuals, 
associations, corporations, or industries; 


(4) All money derived through any source of federal aid; 
(5) All money collected as civil penalties under this act; 


(6) All inoney derived from user fees, permit fees, and other fees and 
charges imposed by the Commissioner; and 


(7) All other money accruing to the Alabama Department of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources in accordance with the terms of the gift, grails 
bequest, appropriation, or donation from which said money is derived. 


(b) The moneys in the fund shall be expended by the Commissioner in 
furtherance of any of the provisions of this act, including but not limited to: 
the leasing of lands by the Commissioner; the purchase of development 
rights or scenic easements; the purchase of fee simple or any lesser interests 
in land; the management of wildlife by either the state, the responsible 
counties, or any person; and the payment or reimbursement to the responsi- 
ble counties for enforcing the provisions of this act. The above-cited ex- 
penditures shall be made only when the landowner consents to the purchase 
or lease, shall be made by the Commissioner on behalf and in the name of 
the pied of Alabama, and may be made within or outside the management 
corridor 


Section 27. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to pre- 
clude any riparian landowner from asserting and enforcing any common law 
or statutory right, whether civil or criminal, against any trespasser. 


Section 28. (a) One who owns or is in possession of premises within or 
adjoining the management corridor owes no duty of care to persons using 
the Cahaba River or the management corridor for hunting, fishing, trapping, 
camping, water sports, hiking, boating, sightseeing, or other recreational 
purposes to keep such premises safe for entry or use by such persons or to 
give any warning of hazardous conditions, activities, uses, or structures on 
such premises to such persons. 


(b) One who owns or is in possession of premises within or adjoining 
the management corridor and who gives permission to another to hunt, fish, 
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trap, camp, hike, sightsee, or engage in any other sporting or recreational 
activity upon the premises does not thereby extend any assurance that the 
premises are safe for such purpose, does not thereby constitute the person 
to whom permission has been granted the legal status of an invitee to whom 
a duty of care is owed, and does not thereby assume responsibility for or 
incur liability for any injury to person or property caused iy an act of such 
person to whom permission has been panto: 


(c) This section does not limit the liability which otherwise exists for 
wilful or malicious failure to guard or warn against dangerous conditions, 
uses, structures, or activities; or for injury suffered in any case where per- 
mission to hunt, fish, trap, camp, hike, sightsee, or engage in any other 
sporting or recreational activity was granted for commercial enterprise for 
profit; or for injury to third persons to whom the person granting permis- 
sion or the person who owns or is in possession of the premises owed a duty 
to keep the premises safe or to warn of danger, wherein such injury was 
caused by the acts of persons to whom permission to hunt, fish, trap, camp, 
hike, sightsee, or engage in any other sporting or recreational activity was 
granted. 


Section 29. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to pre- 
clude the Cahaba River from becoming a part of any other state or federal 
river protection plan or system, provided that water uses, water quality 
classifications, and land uses of the Cahaba River and the management cor- 
ridor thereunder would not be less restrictive than those set out in this act. 


Section 30. Any landowner whose property lies within the manage- 
ment corridor shall be entitled to a reassessment of the land’s value by vir- 
tue of the restrictions placed on the use of such land by this act. 


Section 31. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to require 
any person, firm, corporation, or entity of any kind, that owns or is in pos- 
session of property located anywhere on the ahaba River other than in the 
management corridor, to comply with any rule, regulation or restriction 
powers pursuant to or set forth in this act, nor shall any such property 

e in any manner subject thereto. Provided, however, this section is not 
ene to exempt any such property from the requirements of Section 6 
of this act. 


Section 32. Nothing in this act shall be interpreted as negating or de- 
stroying any common law or statutory right, duty, power, or authority of the 
Attorney General of Alabama. 


Section 33. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby expressly repealed; provided, however, that this act is intended to 
supplement Chapter 22, 22A, 27 and 30 of Title 22, Chapter 6 of Title 33 
and Article 1 of Chapter 7 of Title 33, Code of Alabama 1975, and no part 
of this act shall be construed to repeal any provision of those statutes. 


Section 34. The provisions of this act are severable. If any of its sec- 
tions, subsections, provisions, exceptions, sentences, clauses, phrases or 
parts be held unconstitutional or void, the remainder of this act shall con- 
tinue in full force and effect, it being the legislative intent, now hereby de- 
clared, that this act would have been adopted even if such unconstitutional 
or void matter had not been included herein. Furthermore, the inapplicabil- 
ity or invalidity of any section, subsection, provision, exception, sentence, 

clause, phrase, or part in any one or more instances shall not be taken to 
affect or prejudice in any way its applicability or validity in any other 
instance. 
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Section 35. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE

WHEREAS, the funding for Alabama’s various welfare, including old 
age pension programs, and social programs as well as Medicaid, continue to 
take a larger and larger portion of the funds in our state treasury; and 


WHEREAS, the costs of such programs have continued to rise at such 
an alarming rate that the working men and women in Alabama can hardly 
support ae’ own families, much less those people who can work but refuse 
to do so; an 


WHEREAS, with welfare fraud and medicaid abuse running rampant 
nationwide, the State of Alabama has no reason to expect that such abuse 
does not exist in our own state; and 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Alabama Legislature that the hard- 
pressed taxpaying citizens of Alabama no longer be expected to foot the bill 
for able-bodied individuals who exert themselves only once a month to en- 
dorse and cash a check or receive their benefits provided by the responsible 
hard-working taxpayers of Alabama; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
select committee to be composed of three members of the House and three 
members of the Senate to be appointed by the presiding officer of each re- 
spective house. The chairman and vice chairman of the committee shall be 
elected at the first meeting by the members of the committee. The Commit- 
tee shall thoroughly study and investigate the programs, policies, regula- 
tions and procedures of all welfare, medicaid and social programs, funded or 
administered by the State of Alabama, for the purpose of reconstructing 
same in order to both eliminate those able-bodied individuals who are ineli- 
gible for benefits and to reduce payments in those cases in which overpay- 
ment can be shown. 


Upon the request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be neces- 
sary for the committee’s work. The committee shall report its findings, con- 
clusions and recommendations to the legislature not later than the 15th leg- 
islative day of the 1985 Regular Session, whereupon the committee shall be 
dissolved. Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his regular 
legislative compensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each day he 
attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the legislature, upon warrants drawn on the state 
comptroller upon requisitions signed by the committee’s chairman. Total 
expenditures of the committee shall not exceed $9,000.00 per annum.

WHEREAS, the United States can take the first step in an effort to 
assure world peace and mutually assured survival while still protecting its 
people from the threat of nuclear war through the use of “High Frontier” 
technology; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the Congress is urged to take 
the first step toward achieving world peace and mutually assured survival 
by actively pursuing the concept of “High Frontier” technology as an effec- 
tive method of eliminating the threat to world peace caused by the prolifer- 
ation of nuclear weapons. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That copies of this resolution be dis- 
patched to the President of the United States, to the President of the 
United States Senate, to the Speaker of the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, and to each member of the Alabama delegation to the United 
States Congress.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The matter of resolving the co-employee lawsuit problem in Alabama is 
of such great importance to all the people of our state that I call upon all 
members of the Legislature, both the House and the Senate, to do every- 
thing possible to reach a compromise position. I totally disagree with those 
few on each side of the issue who claim there is no room for compromise. I 
think that point of view stems from a handful of business interests who do 
not want competition, and a handful of trial lawyers who do not want the 
number of potential lawsuits diminished. In my opinion, neither side repre- 
sents the best interest of this state and we must find a middle ground. 


The bill that I had introduced in the House, and which was passed by 
that body, was a beginning point. No one had the complete answer at the 
beginning of the session aa if we had waited six months we would have 
been, in my opinion, no closer to a solution than we are today. This is a 
matter that must be resolved by the members of the Legislature, and I feel 
it can be resolved if we search for that middle-ground compromise. 


I realize that the bill passed by the House has no realistic chance of 
passage. I disagree with those who are advocating that only that bill can 
solve the problem and nothing else. That is absurd. I believe that the senti- 
ment of nearly all the members of the Legislature, and certainly of the Ad- 
ministration, is to pass a bill that gets away from simple negligence, im- 
proves workmen’s compensation, and includes the death action provision.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE, BOTH 
HOUSES CONCURRING, That in order to suggest to State Legislators 
sound, workable and financially feasible methods of administration for Ala-

the powers and authority of said county governments so as to give them 
more freedom in fulfilling their responsibilities to the citizens of the state; 
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(3) The financial resources of county government in Alabama and 
what legislation, if any, is needed to provide more adequate financial re- 
sources for support of county governments; 


(4) The impact of legislative mandates upon the financial resources of 
counties; 


(5) The impact of industrialization and rapid suburban development 
on the ability of county governments to provide reasonable and adequate 
standards of services and facilities to Alabama citizens and what legislation 
is necessary or desirable to enable county governments to provide a better 
standard of services and facilities in a period of rapid change in areas such 
as industrial development, residential subdivision development, solid waste 
disposal, provision of utility services, personnel administration, personnel 
training and human resource development, law enforcement, fire protection, 
highway maintenance and construction, recreation and the coordination of 
state and federal assistance programs.
